of contempt of court here Monday.

Holland G. Bryan 
found the four 
guilty 
and set their bonds 
at 
$5,000 
each.

four are J. H. 
lyons, president: 
John McCarthy 
vice president; Jam es R. Downes, 
secretary; 
and 
John Dempsey, 
treasurer. 
Bench 
warrants for their arrest 
were sent to union headquarters 
at St. Louis. 
Judge Bryan ruled orally 
that 
the union 
officials had violated 
a 
temporary injunction last Decem­ 
ber 
restraining the

union from punishing officers of 
the Paducah Local 595 and other­ 
wise hindering operations of 
the 
local. 
Bryan said he would impanel a 
jury 
to fix the penalties against

White,

who 
migrated to this country trom Hoi 
land. Bill While became a railroad 
man at the age (if 16, under 
the

the railroads. Warren became 
a 
call boy in a roundhouse because1 
he had to support his family, and 
White got a $20 a-month job on the 
Erie for the same reason. 
White, one of the youngest rail­ 
road presidents, is now 55 and has 
spent 39 year*- railroading.

of his career wa* spent on the Erie, 
where his ambition was to become 
a division superintendent 
at the 
age of 30. Just 12 days before his ; 
30th birthday in 1937 he became 
Erie superintendent at 
Youngs­ 
town. Ohio 
Later he became vice 
president of the Virginian railway, 
then president of the Delaware and 
Lackawanna at the age of 43, and 
for the last two years has been

Not since the buccaneering battle

that he was suspended from access 
to restricted information. 
But the AEC statement disclosed 
that steps to deprive the 50-year- 
old scientist of secret material be­ 
gan shortly after Lewis L. Strauss, 
one of the original 
commission 
members, returned to the AEC as 
chairman. 
Chairman for Five Years 
Oppenheimer, whose connection 
with the U. S. atomic project began 
in the early 1940s when the A 
bomb was 
merely a theoretical 
possibility, is now president af the 
Institute for Advanced Study at 
Princeton. N. J. 
From 1943 until 
the end of the w ar he was head 
of the super secret A bomb labora 
tory at Los Alamos, N. M. 
He was a guiding figure on the 
AEC’* general advisory com mit­ 
tee, serving for five years as its 
chairman 
News of his suspension hit this 
capital hard. 
His 
former 
col­ 
leagues were shocked. 
In Darien, 
Conn., the man who made him 
chief of the Los Alamos lab. Maj 
Gen Leslie R. Groves, took “ full 
responsibility” for doing it. But he 
refused any other comment. 
Opposed 11-Development 
In suspending Oppenheimer, the 
AEC cited information indicating 
he associated with known Commu 
nists in the 1940s, once hired Com­ 
munists or former Communists for 
an atomic project, opposed H-bomb 
development, and delayed report­ 
ing a Red attempt to get secrets 
from him although he called it 
t “ traitorous.” 
Most of the charges had been 
made before and Oppenheimer had 
been cleared. 
In a 43-page state­ 
ment to the AEC last month, the 
50-year-old atomic expert admitted 
some past associations with Com­ 
munists but denied he ever was 
disloyal. 
Informed sources revealed that 
Lewis L. Strauss himself ordered 
the new inquiry shortly after he 
became the new AEC chairman 
last July. He wanted further infor 
mation in the case and the investi­ 
gation w as carried out under a 1953 
security order requiring a review 
of cases involving sensitive posi­ 
tions. 
.Refused to Resign 
These informants denied specu­ 
lation that disclosure of the action 
was in any way connected with any 
impending statements of Sen. J o ­ 
seph R 
McCarthy (R-Wis ). 
As results of the investigation 
were brought to Strauss’ attention, 
it was learned, official concern de­ 
veloped, It was suggested that Op­ 
penheimer resign 
When he re ­ 
fused, the suspension action was 
started.
